EQUATORIAL GUINEA: 3C1BC (WB4ZNH) AND 3C1YL 
WNZFVU) came on the air Friday, Feb 14, and will be there 
for two weeks. They are operating from the sixth floor of 
an apartment building and have a good signal. No 40 Meter 
operation is planned. 80 Meters will be 3597, listening 
around 3802; their upper band limit is 3600. No mention of 
CW operation. QSL 3C1BC to K4PHE, 3C1YL to N4NX. 
There will be NO net or list operating by these stations. 


CYPRUS: six updates to the list of ZC4 stations in Issue 
275. ZCLGM says "RAF Episcopi" (in doubt) and a different 
card from ZC4CB says only "RAFARS, Famagusta" (also in 
doubt). ZC4HC's QSL says "RAFARS 292, Famagusta, while 
ZC4MT says only "Larnaca." ZC4RM was on Episkopi Base 
(good one). ZC4JK says "Near Limassol." We will run the 
complete, updated list, in another week or two. It is ap- 
parent that RAFARS stands for "Royal Air Force Amateur 
Radio Society.” 


DXCC_NOTES: It could very well turn out that the DXCC 
Desk will decide to accept only ZC4 QSLs which clearly say 
either Akrotiri or Dhekelia, which are the names of the RAF 
bases. This will be decided before the starting date for sub- 
mitting cards (July 1). 


PS7ABT/S9 from October 24, 1984, has submitted 
documentation to Newington and will count for DXCC 
credit. Approximately 150 QSOs were made in about three 
hours on 15 and 20 SSB. 


MARION ISLAND: there is a rumor that ZR6AQJ, scheduled 
to arrive on Marion Island later this month for a long 
assignment, may have flunked the required _ physical 
examination. No word of who the backup operator might be. 


BOUVET: word relayed from ZD7CW is that LAGCG may still 
Set foot on Bouvet, probably Feb 26 for around four hours. 
There is talk he'll operate on 14,020 and/or 14.320 starting 
at 20002. 


ANDAMANS: a note from Japan says VU7MB was worked Feb 
5 and said he was on the Andamans, which is contrary to 
earlier word that they (‘MB and ‘GV) were on the Lac- 
cadives. A source in India doubts that either is true. 


HINA: DUQRG is trying to produce BY5RA on Tuesdays and 
Saturdays, 14.226 at 2300Z; the sked was successful Feb 12 
with some North Americans getting through. The new station 
at Fuzhou is BYSRF, which opened up Jan 4; they have gear 
for both HF and satellite work. 


CAMBODIA: XUISS was on again Feb 12, at 0010Z on 
12.227, with a list operation. As we have reported, the 
Bantea Ampil village was evacuated Jan 8, but there is 
speculation that operator Kimsan and perhaps others have 
relocated to Khao-I-Dang refugee camp, which is the largest 
in Thailand. 


Reports from Japan say that XU1SS was first heard after 
the Ampil evacuation on Feb 4, on 40 Meter CW. The opera~ 
tors were Mao Sovann and Kimsan. At that time, they said 
their location was Dang Rek camp.

Since the original radio and beam were lost to the Viet~ 
namese when Ampil was overrun, Japan's "DX Family Foun- 
dation" has sent an IC-730 and 40/20 dipole to Dang Rek, 
via Thailand. The rig being used on Feb 4 was probably com- 
mercial gear. 


AFGHANISTAN: It has now been five years since the 
- invaded Afghanistan, and their control is spreading. 
Most of the progressive academics from Kabul University are 
imprisoned or have fled to Pakistan. Tens of thousands of 
young people are being sent to Russia for "education." 


A number of stations have been reported operating, most 
recently UA9Q0/¥ A6 (worked in Europe). Some of these may 
actually be for real. If the Soviets authorize their 
invasionary force personnel to operate amateur radio, it will 
be interesting to see what position ARRL takes on granting 
DXCC credit. 


It should be noted that most of the Afghani population 
near the border are Turkmen, Uzbeks, and Tadzhiks. Future 
amateur operation may well come from these areas; the 
Russians' control is weakest there, where the people, like 
their cousins in UH, UI, UJ, and UM, owe their allegiance 
more to ancestry than to whatever central government 
claims them at the moment. 


For now, the Russians in Afghanistan are mostly soldiers 
and a few agricultural specialists, so the likelihood of tech- 
nical-types opening up on the ham bands is remote.
